[ Vihiring the ſinnes, dc. upon them that hate me: j Now there is nothing 
more edions, ts God or men, than hatred marked under the pretences of love. 
Feurtich, it is [dolatry, not onely againſt the ſecond commandement, wore 
foipping God in a falſe manner, but even againſt the fir commandement, ei- 
ther negatively, not having the true God for aur God; or poſitrvely, ſetting « 
another God, in his fteed.

Rather the danger 
was, lelt by the violent torrent of ſome mens affections, it might have 
be neoverflowne by thoſe Superſtitions, where with, in imitation of the 
Iewes, (or Papiſts) they began to charge it: and thereby made it, as 
burdenſome to their brethren , as was the ceremoniall Law to theiirae- 


lites , by the Law of Meſes. Nor know wee, where they would have 


layed, had not the Honourable Parliament now aſſeinbled, been pleaſed, 
out of a tender care of the worſhip of God, and ſafety of Religion, to 
give a check to their x roccedings. ] But I may not enlarge my Epiſtle roo 
farre, leſt my Perch grow too higg for my bouſe.

think, word and reaſon againſt it: For Chriſt having promi- 
ſed to be preſent, ſpirituaily, onely with his Saints aſſembled, 
it is too much boldneſſe for men to tye him to a reſidence 
there, when and where there is no Aſſembly. From all which 
we conclude, Churches are not made holy by God. 

2. Nor yet by men: For men cannot ſanRific, or make 
holy one place (ſuppoſe the Church) or any part of the 
Church (ſuppoſe the Table) to make it properly holy, or 
more holy than another. For firſt, they that conſecrate a 
Church, & c. conſecrate all places and parts alike; therefore, 
either they axe all equally holy, or all equally common, and 
not holy. 2. Many Tables are brought new into the Church, 
and never conſecrated at all, thetfore wanting humane Con- 
ſecration they are not holy at al, or not ſo holy as other parts, 
which are conſecrated. 3. It belongs to God alone, as was 
confeſſed above, to fantific a thing properly, as to be a part 
and mcancs of wor ſhip, to add hol meſſe, efficacie, acceptation, 
to the worſhip. & e. Laſtly, it is confeſſed, that all the Holi- 
neſſe that men can put upon a place, is only relative, with re- 
ſpect to the holy Services, for which they are conſeerated, or 
ſet apart: And therefore, the Holineſlz proceeds (if any there 
be in the places) rather from the holy Servic:s, than from hu-

The 
Synagogues ( the patternes of our Churches) were ſet apart 
by the Jewiſh Church, to the morall worſhip of God; yet 
hee were very bold, that ſhould affirme, that they were as 
holy as the Temple. And thirdly, In his own conſeſſion, they 
ate holy, onely with relation to the duties there performed 
to God: But the Temple was holy, without relation to the 
duties there performed; and the place ſanctified the duties, 
not the duties the places: therefore the difference is palpable 

and apparant. 
2. It is alſo an untruth, and an erroneous aſſertign, to ſay, 


That in regard of the abundance of grace, now vduchſafed, 
God may be ſaid, to be more preſent in our Churches, than 


heretofore in thoſe places of his one aſſigning. For, i. That 


the power of diſpenſing grace, is in the Churches Conſecra- 
tion, is manifeſtly fa ſe; as if it were in their power, to con- 
ſecrate Places to be effectuall meanes ot grace to them that uſe 
tbem. 2. Io give the preheminence to places of mens con- 
ſecration, that God muſt be more preſent there, than in places 
of his owne aſſigning, is moſt high preſumption; to make 
God wait upon the Traditions of men, who doth not tye him- 
ſelfe, no not to his owne inſtitutions , to diſpence grace al- 
wayes, much leſſe, to mens. 3. The abundanc : of grace now 
vouchlſa fed, is not with reſpect to any place whatſoever, but 
with relation to his owne ordinances, hen, or there per- 
formed, to his owne people there aſſemblegꝗ, and indeed prin- 
cipally, to hi one promiſe made unto them both: So that 
for all this, it doth nct appcare, that there is any vertue in 
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the conſecration of men. to put any relative holinefle , pros: 
pry ſo called, upon the Church, bur it is done, if it be done, 
y relation to the holy Services; which now comos next to 
q be conſidered. 

3. Neither des the particular Services, done, in, at, or up- 
on the parts or places ſpzcified , m ke them more holy than 
| other parts or places. Vet ſome there ate that fo imagine: 
who ſay, [_ /n what place we have the moſt lively demonſtration Profunomaſt,. 
| of Gods preſence, by ſome thing either done, or ſaid there, as in 4 
| place, and at an inſtrument , appropriated to that Service, there 
#4 the higheft Court, ef, or for his Holineſſe, called the place of 
Majeſtie, &c. ] But that this is molt abſurd , (hall thus ap- 
peate. For, | 
| 7, If the particular Services done at or upon any place 

doe make it more holy, and God more _ ; then, any 
place where thoſe Services are done, (and they may be dane 

in any place) ſhould be more holy, which is abſurd; Vea, 
the Font, the Reading Pew, the Pulpit, were more holy 
than the Table, when there is. no Sacrament there admi- 
niſtred. 

2. This is contrary to the old rule, The Altar ſanctified 
the gift, and not the gift the Altar: But here the Service is 
made to ſanctifie the place, and not the place the ſervice. 

3. It the Place or Part be Sanctiſied by the particular Ser- 
vice, then, the Chalice, and Pattine (as ſome call it) con- 
taining the bread and wine conſecrated, were more holy than 
the Table, by vertue of a more immediate touch of holy 
things: Vea, the hands of the Miniſter (or Clerk) carrying 
the conſecrated elements, the hands and mouthes of every 
Receiver, were all made holy, by touching of holy things, 
and might not be uſed to common uſes; and ſo no end of ſu- 
perſtition.

5. Laſtly, if the conſecration of the Elements on the Ta- 
ble, doe make it holy, even when there is no Sacrament, as 
theſe men ſay, then, when the Miniſter viſits the ſick, and con- 
ſecrates the Sacrament , upon a common Table, or a Cheſt, 
when there is no Table, That Table or Cheſt is alſo made ho- 
ly, and may no more be imployed to any common uſe : or 
elſe ſome other way muſt be deviſed , to prevent this incon- 
venience, which yet I doc not name. | | 

4. If none of thoſe wayes male the Church or Table holy, 
there remaines but on:ly one way more tobe imagined, and 
that is, The particular benefits, obtained by Chriſtians, in or 
at thoſe parts and places, And thus like wiſe ſome derive an 
Hol ines, upon ſome places. [” Ar the Font (ſayes one) children 
obtaine remiſrion of their ſins, are made the children of God &. 
ample priviledg-s , and ſuch as dee procure honor and Holineſſe 
to tbe ſacred Font, from whence they flow. ] Not to take all ex- 
ceptions that offer themſelves in this Aſſertion, this I onely 
ſay; That by this way, the river Jordan, wherein ohn bap- 
tixed, and the Baſon uſed in bapriſme, ina privat houſe, and 
the ſick mans Table, we ſpake of before, ſhould all be made 
holy, and never more to be uſed in common affaires. Such, 
and many mor :, are the abſurdities, which they muſt needs 
runne into; who once forſake the truth. 

To draw to an end ot this argument. If any man ſhall a 
( as ſome doc) that, ULT hang h the particular ſervices be not 4 
wayes in att, yet the Demonſtrationceaſeth not, becauſe the ſame 
place, and things are reſerved ſtill, for the ſame purpeſe, aud Gods 
relative propriety not aboliſhed, the great ſigne of his preſence 
fill abiding. To this we ſay ; That hee beggs the queſtion 
more than once: As 1. when he faith, The „„ 

0 
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of Gods preſence ceaſeth not, though the Services be not al- 
wayes in act: and then againe, in ſaying, that thegreat Fe 
of his preſence [til] abideth. For 1 demand, what is it, that 
demonſtrates, or fignifies Gods preſence ? Is it not the Sacra- 
ment, upon the Table? But doth that alwaycs rema ine, when 
there is no Sacrament ?-It doth indeed, with Papiſts, who 
have the Hoſt (as they call it) alwayes reſident upon their 
Altar, but not yet with us, who make no reſervation of the 
conſecrated Elements , but command them to be preſently 

ſpent: And if he meane, that the Table is the Demonſtration 
and ſigne of Gods preſence, he may ſay the fame, & as much 
of the Font, or Pulpit. 2. He beggs againe, ſuppoſing that 


the preſence of God, onee exhibited in a place, makesit per- 
petually holy; for if ſo, then the Baſh wherein God a 
to Moſes, and other places, where God manifeſted him- 
ſelſe to mea, ſhould have beene tually holy, in as much, 
as the ſigne of that preſence didatrerwards remaine, 3. Hee 
ſuppoſes alſo, that the ſpirituall preſence of God doth make 
a place properly, and perpetually holy, which is untruc, 4. He 
takes for granted, which is denied, that humane conſecrati- 
on, doth not onely give to God a propriety in the places, but 
alſo puts holineſſ: upon them, even extra uſum publicum, ſo 
farre, that they may not be other wiſe imployed; which 15 
i contrary to experience, and the common practiſe of the 
Church, or State, wherein Churches themſelves have beene 
made common ground, turned into Gardens or Paſtures. 
And now we proceed to another argument. To bring in R 
Superition- into the Church is uttzrly uzlawfull ; But te eaſon 5. 
make 5 — or part ot the Church more holy than ano- 
ther, is to bring in Superſtition : ergo. The minor, which one- 
ly needs confitmation, is thus made good. 1. To make any 
thing a part, or medum of worſhip , which God hath not 
made fo, is to bring in Superſtition; But to make one place, or 
part of the Church more boly than another; God not having 
y made it (0; is to make it a part or medium of worſhip, ergo, 
2. To make any place or part ſo holy, that it may not be ale: 
nated, or imployed to any Ae uſe, is to bring * 
ition: 
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ſtition: but to make one place or part of the Church pro- 
perly holy, isto make it ſo holy that it may not be alienated, 
or 8 ny — ule : ergo, 38 met 
this, that it belongs onely to to make any thing fo, 
wb pap paar mor oh Therefore — 
it, is to bring in Superſtition, 8gainſt the ſecond comman« 


Further thus we a That opinion, which is the pro- 
per and direct g of many more Superſtitions , is falſe 
and et roneous. But this opinion, That one place js ho- 
lyer than another, hath beene, and is the proper and direct 
ground of many Superſtitions, ergo. The minor is proved by 
many inſtances, amongſt the Papiſts ; who build many Su- 
perſtitious practices upon this opinion. As 1. Their Pilgri- 
mages to the Holy Land, (as they will ſtill call it) to Lo. 
retto, and other places, eſteemed of greater holineſſe. a. Buri- 
all in Conſecrated ground, as better, and more profitable to 
the dead. 3. Private A in publick places, which they 
hold to be more eſſectuall, becauſe the place is conceived to 
be more holy : and divers other ſuch like; whereof more 
hereafter. 
Mee add another argument, ad hominem : If all Dayes or 
Times be equall, in iegard af Holineſſe, under the Goſpell, 
then all places are alſo equall in regard of Holineſſe. The 
reaſon of the ſequell is,becauſe (as they ſay) Time and Place 
are cquall circumſtances of worſhip, But all dayes and times 
(kay they alſo) arc equall in regard cf Holineſſe, in them- 

Ives conſidered , for they are holy (fay they) and ſo called, 
onely with reſpect to the Holy duties done on ſuch a day: 
But Holy duties doc very improperly denominate a Day to 
be Holy: Therefore, if places be equall with Times, and 
holy onely with reſpect to the holy duties, they are alſo ve- 
ry improperly called holy. And I cannot but wonder, that 
they that diſpute againſt all Holineſſe in Dayes, ſhould 
yet par Holineſſe in places, making one more holy than 
another. 

Ei be faid by hem, That they as well wonder at us, who 


taking

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taking away all Holineſſe from Places, are yet ſo rigorous 


for holineſſe in ſome Dayes king one more holy than ano- 
ther, to wit, the Lords Day,which wee call, and keep: holy, 
as our Sabbath. | | | 


To this I anſwer, That the advantage is on our fide ; For 
there is more reaſon for diſtinction of Dayes , in regard of 


Holineſſe, than for places. As 1. Becauſe it is granted by + 


themſelves, that, to have ſome ſet, ſufficient Time, to be de- 
dicated to God, is morall naturall, but not ſo, to have any ſet 
place. 2, Wee have the fourth Commandement expreſſy for 
one Day in 7 to be kept holy, or (as themſelves ſpeak) ſome 
ſufficient Time, not leſſe than one Day in ſeaven. But wee 
have no commandement to make any diſtinction of places, 
But rather a liberty to hold all indifferent, 7b. 4. 1 Tim. 2.8 
And 3. We have the Apoſtolicall practice, for obſervation of 
the Lords day, which, conſidering the two former reaſons, 
amounts to a Divine inſtitution. But there is no Apoſtolicall 


practice, making difference of places, but rather a contrary

Ee have beene ſomewhat larger in the former 
Diſcourſe, concerning the Holineſſe of ¶ hurches, or 


Places, becauſe indeed as wee have ſaid, that is the

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foundation of many other ſuperſtitions ſuperſtructions. Be- 
ſides other s, there are three cipecially to be conſidered, which 
flowe by way of naturall conſequener, at leaſt, in ſome mens 
practiſe, from the former ground. For, this being granted, or 
ſuppoſed, chat ſome places are more ww than others , for in- 
: ſtance, the Church , more than the Churc hyard, and in the 
* Church, the Table, more than other parts thereof, they havo 
N rationally, as they think, inferred, 1. That greater reverence- 
is due, in the Church, at entrance thereinto, than in other 
places. 2. Bowing, or adoration to, or towards the Altar, (ſo 
they now call the Table) as the molt holy place. 3. Private 
prayer in a Church as being (by vertue of more holineſſe there, 
Air more ſpeciall Divine preſence) made more effectuall, more ” 
arceptable, than if it was made in another place. As on the 
contrary, If there beno more Holineſſe in the C hurc h, no more 
Peciall preſence of God there, (ſecluding the aſſemblies) than 
in other places, thoſe three before mentioned (and man 
more perhaps] done in or at thoſe places, with thoſe relati- 
ons and reſpects, of more Holineſſe, and more ſpeciall preſence, 
are eaſily concluded ſuperſtitious. Thus much only in the ge- 
nerall, wee come to conſider them aſunder, and in order, 
beginning firſt, with that Reverenee pleaded for in the 
Church. 
Profanomeſt. _ There are two things inſiſted on, by ſome of late in this 4 
| behalfe.. Firſt, that the Church be not perverted to ſecular 
3mployments,but reſerved one f for ſacred uſcs. 2. That more 
Reverence is duc, there, at all times, than in other places. 
And both theſe are inferred from the former premiſes of 
more Holineſſe, and divine preſence there,than in other places, 
we ſhall ſay ſomething briefly to both. 

1. The firſt is, That the hurch ought not to be perverted 
to any ſecular imployments,&c, Concerning which aſſertion, 
wee have three things to ſay , Firſt, that this will not bee 
yeelded by ſome, and not without appearance of reaſon : For 
they ſuppoſe, that the e of the Fewes were every 
whit as ly as our Churches , being builded, ſeperated, de- 
dicated, for the publick worſhip of God, the aſſembling of the 


people 
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le, to divine Services, praying, reading, expounding, and 
ing ofthe word : had er 15 ſeemes cory — —— no 

ſuch reſpect or reverence given to them, tut that they were 
ſometimes imployed to ſecular, uſes. For the manifeſtation 
whereof, they may ber pleaſed to remember and conſider, 
what is the ſenſe and meaning of that text, Math. 23. 34. 
[<0 ſome of them you ſhall ſcourge in your Synagogues, ] For 
interpretation whereof, by Synagogues , in Scripture, is 
never meant any place of onely /ecular meetings, but of ſacred 
3333 And then. concerning the owe of ſcaurging in 
Synagogues, two things onely can wee —— 
firſt, that they did in their Wee inflict the puniſhment 
of ſcourging, or whipping e cenſured, which 
the letter ſeems to im ort: or 0 y, that they did there (it 
in jadgemont upon delinquents, and cenſure them to be ſccur- 
ged, though the execution of it were done in ſome other pla- 
ces. If either of theſæ were done there; then, behold, a place 
as holy as our Churches imployed td a ſecular aſe; and if fo 
then, what hinders, but it might be ſo now? And indeed, 
what is that leſſe, which is now commonly done in ſome of 
our Churches, where there are Conſiſtories erected, and Cour ti 
kept, and that in the holyeft 2025 thereof, the ¶ haucell, where 
cenſures are impoſed upon ſome d: linquents, unholy enough, 
for fornication, adultery, &c. If any ſay theſe. are cccleſtalti- 
call caſes, ſubjected to the cenſures of the Church: I grant it 
of ſome, but not of all, as Wills, Tithes, Defamations, but yet 
they are not ſacredenough, ſome of them, for ſuch holy places, 
as thoſe are pretended to be. TL 
Secondly, if this Author meane it abſolutely, that it is un- 
lawfull to doe any ſecular thing in the Church, he muſt needs 
be ſuperſtitions, taking upon him, to put that holineſſe upon a 
place , which none but God can impoſe: ſcil. to make it fo 
holy, that it may not be otherwiſe aſs Hp 
Thirdly, ſuppoſe we grant him, that the Church ought not 
tobe eek to ſecular uſes, during the ſeperation of it, by 
the Church, to divine imploy ments. Yet this wee doe not 
yceld upon his grounds, 1 it is more holy, or God 
As more. 
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more preſ nt there, at all times, than in other places, but be- 
cauſe of that order, and decencie, &c. which is required in 
the ſervice of God. For it is not convenient or decent, that 
the Chreh which is ſequeſtred to holy mſes , ſhould be im- 
ployed to any ſerular, much leſſe to any ſordide w/es, And 
though wee doe deny any poſitive reverence tobe due there, 
yet negative reverence We are ready to yeeld, that is, thatthe 
things, or places, ſeperated and ſubſervient to Religious 
duties, be not abuſed, or made deſpicable, by any contemptu- 
ow wſage, As, that the bread left after the Sacrament 
ſhould be caſt to dogges, or the wine ſpent to drunkenneſſe, 
the Table uſed to profane drinkings, the Church it ſelſe 
made a receptable for Hogges or Horſes, &c. This wee doe 
abhorre ; but think it fit , that they be decently and clean- 
lily kept for the ſervice of God, to which they are devoted. 
But this indeed is no more than a civill reverence , due to any 
place of publick meeting, a Senate- houſe, or the like. And 
this we add, that if the Church, upon juſt rea ſons, ſhall think 
it fit to ſubſtitute other things, or places, for divine imployments, 
then thoſe tormer things, or places, doe returne to their com- 
mon nature, and uſe, which could not be done, in things or 
Places ſanctified by God, without molt hainous ſacriledge. 
For example: If the (ommunion Table, Font, or Pulpit,(hall 
wax old, and unfit for the ſervice, the Church may, and muſt 
ſubſtitute others in their places, by the rule of order and de- 
c:ncic, But what ſhall be done with the old ones? Why, 
ſay ſome, they muſt be reſerved , and not imployedto any 
common uſe, that were to profane holy things. But is not this 
to runne into ſuperſtition, while they would avoid profane- 
neſſe ꝰ Is not chis to equall the conſectation of men, with 
the San&ification of God ? And is not that opinion of holi- 
eſſe, in things or places, the ground of this, and more ſuper- 
ſtition? I my ſclte once heard a learned Doctors diſcourſe, 
concerning an old Surplice. The queſtion was made, what 
ſhould be done with it, when it grew old and unfit for 
wearing any longer? Might not the Miniſter or Church. 
wardens take it home, & imploy it to ſome domeſtica] _ ? 
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Superſtition revived. 

The learned Rabbi anſwered, no, by no meanes, it muſt not 
be ſo profaned. What then? It muſt (ſaid he) make after» 
ſeria To wells for the Miniſter to wipe his hands on, after he 
hee bath baptized a childe. And it was demanded further, 
what ſhould be done with thoſe Towells, when they were 
become raggs. His anſwer was, They muſt be burat. Moſt 
— — Devens like : But iſ a man had asked 
him once more, what muſt be done with the aſhes, I doubt 
not, but he would have concluded, they muſt be buried un- 
der the Altar, or reſerved to make a lye to waſh the holy 
veſtments: There is no end of ſuperſtitious vanities, if once 
we part from the truth. That opinion of holineſſe in things 
or places is guilty of this and many more ſuperſtitions. 

2. And that appeares by his dconclufion, upon the 
ſame premiſe, and that is this, [ That more Reverence is due 
there (in the Church) at all times than elſe-where :] That is, 
not onely in the time of publike ſervice, (which is granted) 
but alſo, when upon private occaſions men come into a 
Church. This conclufion is inferred upon the former pres 
miſes, of more holineſſe, and more ſpeciall preſence. of God 
there, at all times, than in other places; And by reverence, 
here, he meanes, not that xeg ative reverence before ſpoken of, 
but ſome poſitive reverence, proſtrating or bowing of the bo- 
dy; for ſo he doth expreſſe himſelf. Now that no ſuch poſitiue 
reverence is due to the Church, at ſuch a time, is thus con- 
cluded from our former grounds. If there be no more oli. 
neſſe, nor more fpeciall 2 of God there, than in other 
places}, (excepting the times of publiek aſſemblies and ſer- 
vice) then no more ere reverence is due there, than in o- 
ther places. But the Antecedent is abundantly confirmed 
above. Ergo. The ſequel & thus conſitmod, Thoſe two 
things are pleaded as the ground of all this reverence z if 
therefore they be removed by fore: of reaſon , the ground 
failing, the ſuperſtructure mult needs come downe. And 
thus much may be ſpoken in general] , wee come to parti-

Propound this Queſtion, with a double expreſſion, of 
Bowing to, or towards the Altar; becauſe the practiſers 
and maintainers ol it, de thus differently oxpreſſe it. Some 
there are, who ſay directly and in ter minis, they doe, or may 
bow, not onely towards, but tothe Altar : So the Author of 
Sunday no a ttact, called, Sunday no Sabbat b, is bold to affirme. F wee 
Sab. p. laſt. doe not onely bend or bow our body (to) his bleſſed board, or holy 
Altar, but fall flat on our faces, ſo ſoone as ever wee approach in 
Thus to wor- ſight thereof, c. who wouldeondemne us . it.] Why, Sir, not 
ſhip the Table) onely many Proteſtants, but even Papiſts doc condemne you, 
Lan gee if ſo you doe, for the greateſt Idolaters in the werld, and 
cone in- Worle than Papiſts themſelves, who have their God alwayes 
cident to any in a Box upon the Table, leſt they ſhould worſhip a pores of 
Heathen. G.1- of wood. Others are yet more modeſt, and they call it, Ado- 
rouſ-y. quiſt.of ration towards, or before the Altar, more nicely perhaps, than 
Sab.6. 5. 279. wiſely, upon their owne Principles. For, 1. Though th 
doe not bow tothe Altar, as to the ultimate object of their 
Adoration : yet they do: bow to it, as to the next and moſt 
ly proved from the ' 


immediate object of it: which is ſtrong 
former grounds, by themſelves laid, ag the reaſons of this 
adoration towards the Altar , rather than any other place ; 
which are more holineſſe, and more ſpeciall preſence of God 
there. This relation had to the Altar in their Adoration, 
cauſes the worſhip to be in part tendered to the Altar, as a 
medium of worſhip,which is ultimately terminated in God. 
Juſt as Papiſts adore and worſhip Im̃ages: For they dos 
not uſe the Image objectively, as terminating their worſhip 
ultimately therein; but ſay, they worſhip God, or Chriſt, 
in, by, through, before, or towards the Image; which is direct 
Idolatry. 2. In Seripture uſage, to bow, kneele, worſhip, 
before God, is all one, as to bow to, kneele to, and to wor- 
ſhip God; as is evident in many places thercof. Deut. 26. + 0 
Pl[at, 


Pſal.23.37.& 73:9, & 86.9. & 95.6.and infinite more; So like» 
wiſe, bowing, kneeling, werlkipping, and falling downe, before 
or towards Images or Altars, is the ſame with bowing, kneeling, &c. 
to Images or Altars, as theſe places manifeſt z 2 Chron.25.14. 1ſay 
44.15.17. 19. Dax. 3. 3.5, 6. So when St. bm would worſhip the 
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Angell, he ſayes, I tell dowyne before the feet of the Angell, Rer. 19. 


10. and 22. 8. Yea, the Devill himſalſe, when he tempted our Savi> 
our to worſbip bimſelfe, He ſayes thus :; If thou wilt fall downe, 
or worſhip before me, all thoſe ſhall bee thine, Luk. 4. 7. which 
AMath.4.g. is thus expreſſed; If thou wilt fall Jowne and wer- 
ſhip me. From whence it is ap ,that our eAltar-wor/hippers, 
who would acquit themſelves from Superſtition and Idola 
this diſtinction, of Bowing before and towards the Altar, an 
zo the Altar, cannot ſo evade, but that either they exculc and free 
Papiſts, who ſay alſo, they bow not te the Image or Cruciſix, but 
before it, or to Cris , toward: it; or elſe the intanglc them- 
ſelves ſo farre in Superſtition, that there is little or no difference be- 


twcene themſelves and Papiſts: For while they doe require, that 


the face be tomardi the Altar, and if the back were ſo, it were (as 
they ſay ) with them, unreverence and pr jon, and withall, 
doe it with thoſe reſpeAs of more Holineſſe, and more ſpeciall pre- 
ſence of Chriſt there; There, rowards, and before, muſt needs be to 
the Altar, at leaſt in part, which is h to ſtile them ſuperſtiti- 
tions and idolatrous. But take them rs they pleaſe: They bow. chey 
ſay, not to the Altar, but to God, toward: the Altar; Now we de-

fo lawful I to adore or worſhip God, towards or before the Table, 
and not makeit an object of our worſhip. Tothis I anſwer, 

The difference is much betweene the things propounded ; For 
fir ſt, the Ele ment: in their uſo are meanes of worſhip, and that by 
Gods appointment, ſo is not the Table, but a mecre inſtrument of 
humane inſtitution. 2. Becauſe the Elements in their uſe are pro. 
periy holy by divine ſanctifieation, and Chriſt there ſpiritually pro- 

But neither of theſe-( as we have proved) are applyable to 
the Table, 3. If any ſay, when we doe adore before the Elements, 
wee doe at the ſame time adore before the Table, and cannot chooſe 
but doe ſo; therefore if it be unlawfull to bow before the Table, it 

ay alſo ſeeme unlawfull to bow before the Elements, To this I 

by diſtinction as afore; To bow before the Table, mcerely as 
a place, inſtrument, or part of the Church, is not unlawſull: But if 
we ſhould bow towards or before it, with thoſe religious reſpects 
of more helineſſe, or more ſpeciall preſence of Chriſt in it, than in 
other plaees of the Church, we ſhould be ſuperſtitious, if not Ido- 
latrous. Laſtly, we ſpeake of bowing before the Table, at other 
times, chiefly when there is no Sacrament ; and therefore this ob- 
jection doth not hurt our cauſe. 

Yet ſome perhaps will be readie to lay hold upon our former 
grant, That it is Jawfull to bow before the Table, conſidered meere- 
ly asa place or part of the Church, as well as it is lawfull to bow 
towards any other part of the Church;For our Poſture of Adoration 
mult be directed ſome way, and no way is limited by God, Eaſt, 
Weſt, North or South, but all left indifferent; Whereupon they will 
ivferre. that then, it being in it ſelfe indifferhe and lawful), the 


Church hath power to determine which way men ſhall direct 


their poſture of Adoration, and having determined, ſhee muſt bee 
obeycd. And this is as much as they deſire, - : 1

Superſtition Revived. 

To this I anſwer ; 1. We grant that it is as lawful] to bow or 
adore before tho Table, as any other part or place of the Church, 
conſidering them meerely as parts or places without any religious 
reſpects: but then we fay, it is as lawfull to dire ct our poſture any 
other way, or to any other part of the Church, ſo conſidered, as to- 
wards the Table; but this will little pleaſure them who plead for 
our adoration to bee dired ed this way, and towards this part, ra- 
ther than any other, and give us religious reaſons for it; For if they 
ett it ſtill indifferent, we ſhould not much contend, 2. If then they 
will relinquiſh that hold, I meane thoſe reaſons, as weake and er- 
roncous, we ſhall follow them to the preſent ſcruple now obje- 
cted; And this I ſay firſt; Our Church bath not determined yet, 
our poſture to be this way directed, but left it free for men to uſe, 
or not to uſe. But ſecondly, we crave leave to conſider whether 
the Church hath any ſuch power, I meanc, whether ſhee may law- 
fully determine all men to direct their poſture rowards the Table, 
rather than to any other part of the Church. And, with due reſpect 
unto our Mother, we may and doe ſuppoſe ſhe cannot: lor though 
the Churches power extends to indiffer ene things, and them onely; 
yet the Church cannot command the uſe of every thing indifferent in 
the ſervice of God, but muſt have due reſpect to other rules as well 
as this, whereby ſhe muſt direct her determinations. And they are 
theſe ; 1. Of Order and decencis. 2. All appearance of evill muſt be a» 
voided, and things of evi report. 3. All occaſions of ſuperſtition

arc to be prevented as much as may be. Now if the Church ſhould - 


determine our poſture to be this way onely directed, almoſt all 
theſe rules would thereby be infringed. For, not to ſpeake of the 
violation of Chriſtian libertie ( if fo it were determined) the three 
2 are all hereby violated, wee ſhall take them backward, the 
ſk. | 

1. This were a ready way to breed and bring in Superſtition into 
the Church of God: For hereby ſome would, after a while, ſtudie 
religious reaſons, why their poſture ſhould bee this way directed, 
rather than any other way, and men ( being naturally ſuperſtiti- 
ous ) would be apt to beleeve and entertaine them, vsz. to thinke 
and eſteeme the Table as the moſt Holy, and moſt preſentiall place; 


And this we need not doubt, ſccing we ſee it done already; From 


whichcrrours, once cntcrtained, many more ſuperſtitious conceits 
will follow, as we have ſhewed above. | 
2. It is a thing of report, and bath in it a plaine appearance of 
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Superſtition revived, 
evill whereby it proveth ſeandalous and offenſive, both to weake 
Proteſtants, who thinke the men that doe it, to be idolatrons, and 
to or weake Papiſts, who are confirmed in their Adoration 
of the Hoſt, becau'e they doe beleeve it to be farre more holy 
than the Ta, and Chriſt more preſent there, And. therefore 
whereas it is deſired by the 7. Canon of the late Synod, That the 
rule of charity may be obſerved, that they which uſe this rite, deſpiſe 
not them who nſe it not, and that they who uſe it not, cos demne not 
thoſe that uſe it, We ſuppoſe they doe forget another rule of the 
Apoſtle, concerning the uſe of indifferent things; They that 
are ſtrong ought to beare with the infirmities of the weake, and not 
to pleaſe hemblven with diſpleaſing others; but to forbeare and re- 
ſtraine themſclves in their lawfull liberty, rather than to offend 
their brethren. And therefore we thinke they ought to bee ſo farre 
from deſpiſing them that uſe it not, that they themſelves ought not 
to uſe it, it being confeſſed an indifferent thing, and yet of evill re. 

,and carrying with it a face and appearance of ſuperſtition, 
and laſtly, ( which is not leaſt conſiderable) not yet determined by 
the Church. For though it be not in my power to neglect the uſe 
of a thing indiff:rent, if once commanded by the ſuperiour power; 
(as nor to uſe it if it be forbidden) yet when it 1s left every way 
indifferent in it ſelfe, and by the Church, In caſe of offence and ſcan- 
dall, Iam bound to forbeare the uſe thereof; St. Paul was of this 
mind; I wil! ue ver eat fleſh whilft the world ſtands, rather than of = 
fend my brethren-Let others be alſo ſo minded. 

3. It is a breach of order, and ſo of decencie, in the ſervice of God, 
which is ſo much pretended for it, For if the Church would order 
men in their poſture of Adoration, it were ftter to order it with re. 
ſpect to the place of the particular ſervice then in hand, az 
towards the Font, in time of Baptiſme towards the Palpit, in 
time of Prayer and Preaching; and toward the Table, in time 
of adminiſtration of the Lords Supper : And for this wee have 
a preſident or example for one particular; When our Saviour 
preached, it is faid, The eyes of all that were in the Synagogue 
were faſtened on him, It's very probable he ſtood in the midſt of 


m. the Synagogue, or neere unto it, not at any end thereot; Where · 


upon it followes that they could not all direct their poſture one 
way, ſome looked Eaſt, ſome Welt, ſome North, ſome South: And 
this may be (aid for this; That if it be not neceſlary for all the peo- 
ple to fix their eyes, and fo their poſture upon the Miniſter, yet it is 

very 


very uſeſull ſo to doe, helping much to further attention, and to 
fix the words the more upon their hearts, and in their memories, 
And this is by experience found to be a good helpe to this purpoſe. 
Now let it further be confidesed , whether it be not a breach of or. 
ler, for all the Congregation to direct their poſture one way, in 
time of preaching the Word, when God ſpeakes to us men, by the 
mouth of the Miniſter; and a breach of Decencie alſo, in as much as 
many mult turne their backs upon the Miniſter, and conſequently 
upon God ; And this cannot be avoided, if the Church ſhould de- 
termine all the Congregation to directtheir poſture Eaſtward, or 
towards the Table, unleſſe the Pulpit alſo be removed into that part 
of the Church. which cannot be conveniently done in many, in moſt 
places. The like may be ſaid of the other particulars. In the time 
of adminiſtration of the Sacrament, we ſuppoſe it neceſſary or very 
convenient, and mult for edification, that all the receivers ſhould 
have their eyes directed towards the Table, to behold the Conſecra- 
tion and SacramentalluQions of breaking the Bread, cc, For which 
reaſon our Church bath ordered, that the Table ſhould at the time 
of adminiſtration of the Sacrament, ftand in the * that is, in the 
midſt of the Church or Chancell, that the people might come 
round about it, to behold the particulars before mentioned. Now, if 
the Church ſhould determine all men to worſhip Eaſtward { as 
me deſire ) whilſt ſhe ſeemes to eſtabliſh Order, ſhe would ma- 
nifeſtly breake it; for ſome mult neceſſarily turne their backs upon 
the Table, (which would bee thought piacular and prophane) 


which I thinke cannot be done without breach of order and decen- 


cie too. There is no way to helpe this, but to ſet the Table cloſe 

the end of the Chancell, leſt any man ſhould(as ſome abſurdly have 
ſaid)ſit above God Almighty.But then they fall into another incon- 
venicnce and greater miſchiete, that they break the Rule of Edifica- 
tion, becauſe many, in many, or moſt Churches of this Kingdome, 
ſhall neither Ke nor heare the Conſecration, which is ſo neceſſarie. 


To dra toa concluſion of this buſineſſe. If any man ſhalt yet Oc ect. 3. 


further ſay, It being lawtfull for to worſhip God any way, when 
the Church hath not determined it, it may not ſeeme unlawfull if 4 
man ſhall chooſe to direct his poſſure of Adoration that way; For 
election of the place or part, towards which a man will direct his

larged. Election of a place or part of the Church eo direct our Wor- 
ſhip towards it, in reſpe of conveniencic,decencic, cdifieation and 
the like, as in reſpeR of ſuch circumfiances as way further the wor- 
ſhip,doth not indeed alter the nature of the worſhip, or corrupt it; 
ſack a part or place being rather of Gods chooſing than our owne, 
For the Scriptures, & the Law of conſcience within, command us to 
make ſuch choice of place ( and time) as may better our worſhip, 
But to rule out election of part or place, to adore or worſhip God, 
by any ſach circumſtance as bath not any influence into the worſhip, 
to better or further it, in him that doth performe ir, but onely ſuch 
i is founded upon the device of man, and ends in ſuperſtition, is 
an unla wfullelection. For example; Suppoſe there were in the 
Church, an Image or Crucifix in the end of the Chuncell upon the 
wall or window, ( as in ſome there is, and ſome of late ſet up) 
it is no doubt as lawfull for a man to bow to God that way as any 
other, if it were done without all reſpeR unto that 99 or thing ; 
Bur if any man ſhall chuſe to bow that way, rather than any other, 
beſore thoſe Images, I ſuppoſe it were fimply unla wiſull, becauſe he 
regulatcs his choice of place or part by ſuch a circumſtance as doth 
no way further him in that act bf worſhip, but directly tends both 
to further the Idolatrous Papiſt, in his worſhip of or by an Image, 
and alſo ſcandalize the ſe that are weake, and himſclfe incurres the 
ſuſpition ( or appearance) of Idolatry.The ſame inconveniences fal - 
ling upon the choice of the Table, to be the part or place towards 
which we direct our adoration, Wee may conclude, that ſuch ele- 
&ion is unlawſull. To cleate my ſelfe, and (hut up all ; It is law- 
full, yea, perhaps necefſary,in the time of adminiſtration of the Sa- 
erament, to chooſe to direct our Adoration towards the Table, or 
rather towards the S ac rament, 18 much conducing to further ove 
wor ship: but ſo it is as lawfull, and neceſlary to direct it toward. 
the Pulpit in the time of preaching; the reaſon of both was given 
afore ; But for a man to chuſe to direR his worſhip towards the 
Table, when there is no Sacrament there, or wich thoſe religious 
reſpects of more holineſſe in. and more ſpecial preſence of God at that 
place than any other, this we thinke to be ſuperſtitious; And to this 
our diſcourſe is chietly directed.

This may thus be anſwered, Firſt, it is a mecre begging of the 
- queſtion, that one place in the Church is more principall than ano- 

ther: and that God is more preſent at the Table, when there is no 
Sacrament there, than at the Font or Pulpit, when thoſe ſervices are 
in act, for ſo he muſt aſſert it, or it is not to the purpoſe :-wee ſay, 
God is no more preſent at one place than another, which yet he ſup- 


poſes, by the ſimilitude of a mans face: Gods face is ſeene as much

The Euchariſt ( ſayes ho) is the Rite of our addre ſſe to God the 
Father, c. wherewith we come þcfore him to offer, & e. chat is, it 
is not oncly a Jacrament. hut a Sacrifice, And Sacriſices of old. were 
Rites of invocation. To which I ſay: 1. That Sacrifices of old, were 
Rites of Inv ocatĩon, is a truth vulgarly knowne, but hee muſt not 
begge the queſtion and ſay, the Ac herift is ſuch a Saerefce, property 
ſo called; though the ancient Church were pleaſcd ſo to call it. 
2. Nor may he thinke to de lude us by this conſequence. In the Eu- 
charift, we repreſent the death of Chrilt to God his Father, and be- 
ſcech him, tobe propitious unto us for his fake ; therofore the Ex- 
cherift is a proper Sacrifice. For inthe allminiſtration of Bapes{me, in 
our publike and private /xvocations and praycrs, wee doc repreſent 
the death of Chriſt to his Father, and deſire him for his ſake, to bee 
propitious to us. yet is not there any proper ſacrifice. And this is that 
which Mr. Perkjns,by him cited, lai es: The ancient Fathers uſed to 


call tke Supper of the Lord, or the whole action of the Sapper, a Sa- 


crifice, as for other cauſcs, fo for this: By « Actonymic, becauſe it is 4 
cammemorat jon, and alſo a repreſentation unto God the Father, of the 
Sacrifice of C hrift offered upon t he Croſſe.

Sacrifice, to procure and obtaine Gods great favour unto them, Where 
note, that this learned man ſayes, They called it a Sacrifice by a Me- 
tonymie, not a proper Sacrifice,as ſome now call it: and then hee 
faycs, that all the faithfull off-r this Sacrifice, not oncly in the Ex. 
chariſt, but io their private prayers, intentionally, not really, and fo 
are ſpirituall Prieſts ; which marres their plot of a pr Sacrifice, 
and a proper Prieſt and proper Altar, which yet they plead for. Let 
us heare bow he applyes, that he hath ſaid to his purpoſe, to anſwer 
the doubt propounded. | 
T beſe premiſes conſidered, the anſwer to your demand, why in the po- 
ftnre of our adoration of the divine CMajrſtic, more reſpect ſhould be

reſpe®& is to be had to the Altar (fo called) chan to the Font or Paul- 
pit: For the moſt that can be concluded, is but this, that more re- 
ct is to be had to th Euc hariſt or Sacramentall elements, than to 
the Font or Pulpit, or to the water, in the one, and werd in the other. 
But for my part, I ſhould hate ſuch compariſons : And what is this 
to the places themſelves, when there is no ordinance there in being, 
unleſſe we ſay, that the more principall R're , gives more Holineſſe
